The old and somewhat homely adage, 


"It makes a deal of difference whose ox 
is gored," IB peculiarly pertinent at 
this time in its applieatiau to the di- 
lemma in which the Democracy find 
themselves in regard to the candidacy 
of General Butler. 
Having received 


thr»« nominations, Butler appears as a 
delegate to the Democratic Convention 
and Bflks the fourth nomination at its 
hands. If he does not receive it what 
will he do? 'Will he renounce the other 
three, whioh he has already accepted, 
and thereby virtually pledged himself 
to stand as a candidate, and support 
ths Democratic ticket; or will he carry 
out his pledged faith with the Green- 
backers, Anti-Monopolists and Labor 
Reformers, and make a campaign on 
the issues presented by their severa 
platforms which he has already in- 
dorsed. Should he pursue the latter 
teurse the effect must prove disastrous 
to the Democracy. The leading organs 
of the party are already becoming 
alarmed, and are anxious for informa- 
tion as to Butler's intentions, which it 
is naedlesa to say they do not get. An 
amusing feature of the situation is thn 
they declare, with a show of indigna 
tion, that it will be dishonorable in 
General Butler to refuse to support the 
Democratic nominee, after having sa 
as a delegate in the convention; and 
that having participated in its delibera 
tions and actions he is in duty bound by 
all of the ethics of political honor to 
support its candidate. Now, this i 
good advice, and we are pleased to se 
the Democratic papers preachiug it, fo 
it shows that they huva very recently 
undergone a creditable change of heart 
It is but a few weeka siuce that they 
wore all commending the uctiou o 
George William Curtis and his as.soci 
ate bolters), und asseverating the righ 
and the duty of good citizens to ignore 
mere party rules whan their strict ob- 
servance bocama a tax upon tha indi- 
vidual conscience. In thuir prufestted 
a-1ujiration for the "manly" course of 
the bolters they out Cnrtis'd George 
William himself. No pnnsa could be 
called out of their vocabulary too ful- 
some to bestow upon those "indepen- 
dent gentleman." Now, we are not at

THE BARTJDOI.D1 STATUE. 


The presentation of Bartholdi'a great 


Statue of Liberty, a gift from the peo- 
ple of France to those of the United 
States, took place in Paris on the 
Fourth, Minister Morton being instruct- 
ed by the President to accept it in be- 
half of this Nation. The statue is the 
greatest -work of the kind ever nnder- 
;uken, the Colossus of Rhodes being 
Jut a pignmy in comparison. It is the 
intention to set the statue at the en- 
trance to New York harbor, on Bedloes 
Island. Facing the sea, the statue will 
serve the double purpose of a light 
lower for the guidance of incoming 
ships and a type of the grandeur of ths 
New World, in its physical features and 
ts political institutions and influence, 
Bedloes Island is small, yet ample for 
Ihe intended purpose. It will furnish 
a base for the statue, perhaps twenty 
!eet or so above the water. On this will 
rest the pedestal 110 feet high. 
The 


slatue to the flame of the torch in the 
uplifted right hand is 145 feet high. 
This will make the light at least 275 
foot abor* tha level of New York bay, 
making it visible many miles at sea. 
The status is) oast in bronze, in pieces 
of manageable size, to be 
gather when erected upon 
nent site. 


The money for the statue was raised 


by popular subscription among the peo- 
ple of France, in appreciation of the 
sympathy and diplomatic service ren- 
dered by the United States during th» 
investment of Paris. Singular as it may 
seem, it has been impossible thus far to 
raise enough money in this country 
•with which to erect the pedestal upon 
which the statuo is to stand. With al 
our boasted liberality, the American 
people cannot be induced to contribute 
their money except upon moments o: 
enthusiasm, or when tbeir feelings am: 
sympathies are deeply stirred. Theii 
worhhip of George Washington was 
never an incentive to the completion o: 
the monument to his memory by popu 
lar subscription, the experiment having 
been repeatedly tried and always with 
unsuccessful results, and there it has 
stood unfinished, bearing resemblance 
to a lime kiln chimney, through nearly 
half a century, a disgrace to the Nation 
while ten times the sum necessary to 
complete it has been expended in pomp 
and display and noise io the celebration 
of Washington's 
birthday, until i 


flunlly became necessary for Congress 
to make nn appropriation from the Na 
tiouul Treastiry for its completion. 


In the present instance it would be a 


National hhiime if the pedestal is no 
prepared for the statue with the necea 
<jnry promptitude, and it is i>.t least hu 
milmtiug lhut there should be any cause 
for doubt on this point.

with headquarters at the Pyramid Res- 
ervation. Tha people of Nevada will 
regard this aa nu excellent appointment. 
Mr. Gibsou is a Pacific Coast pioneer, 
and having spent an average lifetime 
among the Indians, he is entirely fa- 
miliar with all their habits and peculiar- 
ties, and by reason of that fact, to- 
gether with his well known aieoutive 
ability, is especially fitted to deal with 
them. This is the first time in tho his- 
tory of the State that the President has 
gone outside of the Baptist Church to 
fill that position. With the exception 
of the Duckwater Agency, in Elko 
county, the Baptist Church has always 
had the management of the Indians in 
this Stata, and the agents were usually 
men from the East, to whom the Indian 
was an enigma they were never quite 
able to solve; hence, their 
labors 


amounted to little more than that of 
dishing oat rations to their wards. The 
JOT/BNAL predicts that Mr. Gibson's 
administration of the Nevada Agency 
will be a vast improvement upon any 
and all that have precaded him.

EDITOB JOTTBSAL:—An article in an 
xohange referring to "Mr. 
who has 


•oted the Democratic ticket for thirty

Assuming suoh>to be the case I have no 
issitanoy in answering its questions. 


1. "Why did you change your name 


rom Democrat to Republican?." 


Your question is awkwardly put, and 


I might answer that I have not "changed 
my name." Still, notwithstanding its 
ambiguity I presume you wish to know

Assuming gthat to do so in- 


volves a "ohiuige of name" it involves 
in me no change of principles. 
If the 


party with which I have acted thirty 
years on principles abandons 
those 


principles, and shows a tendency to 
take a diametrically opposite course to 
that which it has heretofore pursued, 
•while the other party represents my 
sentiments on the sumo issues, I should 
be less than a free man if I adhered to 
the wrong simply through attachment 
to a mere party name. The Demo- 
cratic party has never up to this time 
been a party of free trade. True it has 
contained a 
considerable free trade 


element but in numbers and influence 
too small for the accomplishment of 
their purpose. 
This element has un- 


successfully opposed the enactment of 
laws for the protection of our home 
manufactures 
and 
other industries, 


and so long as they remained a com- 
plaining 
minority, 
advocating their 


wild theory without effect upon the ac- 
tion of the party, and inasmuch as I 
balieved in the principles of the party 
n many other raspects, I saw no oc- 
casion for leaving it. But the tendency 
of the Democratic party towards free 
trade is, at this time unmistakable. The 
election of Carlisle as Speaker of the 
House, by a majority of its Democratic 
members, sounded the note of alarm. 
Since 1875 the Democrats have made 
several efforts, notably by the Morrison 
tariff bill of 1870, then by the Wood 
tariff bill in 1878, to destroy the pro- 
tective features of our tariff, until the 
Democratic party, after much backing 
and filling, and exceptions in favor of 
particular localities and special inter- 
ests, bas become the constant enemy to 
the protective system as a means to our 
industrial development and growth.

ress. This cry of a "Tariff for Bev- 
nue only" ia a sham. It means 
othing; but as it is now indorsed by 
ie rankest free traders to meet the 
resent emergency, it cau only be 
ooked upon with suspicion. Let the 
eaders of the Damooiatic party, the 
Wattersous, Carlisles, Harrisons (Gu- 
bernatorial candidate and Congressman) 
teal into power under its thin disguise 
jnd they will have gained such a van- 
age ground in their fight for free trade 
that it will be difficult to dislodge thorn. 
The industries, 
manufactures which 


are 
sustained 
and 
are 
prosperous 


through the operations of the existing 
tariff will be paralyzed and many of 
them destroyed. Such a result can only 
be regarded by right thinking people as 
a national calamity. As I do not believe 
in free trade, and do believe in the pro 
tectiou of American industries, and as 
the Republican platform expresses my 
views, and the Bepublican party 
sound on the issue, I see no other 
course for ma to pursue but to con- 
tinue to adhore to my lifelong princi- 
ples, which on this occasion impel me 
to vote the Republican ticket. 


There are other reasons not neces 


sary to dwell upon, but I may soy in 
this connection that I regard Mr. Elaine 
as the leading representative of the 
true American sentiment, a man who 
willreflect credit upon the nation, whose 
sole idea is the advancement of th 
material interest of this country, anc 
through whose courage, and statesman 
ship the United States will be held in 
great respect abroad, and who will no 
fritter away the rights of American 
citizens ia foreign countries through 
the tedious and vacillating delay of red 
tape diplomacy, directed by a timidit;

Your evident intention is to convey the 
impression that I am prompted in my 
course solely beoauso I urn a wool- 
grower, and I readily aocupt the issuo. 
It is true that a protecti.-e tariff is to my 
interest, and so, I claim, it is to youis 
and tu the interest of every man, woninu 
and child in the country. But if my 
business is threatened I cau sell out ami 
embark in some other enterprise. 
Yet 


how is it with the hundreds aud thou- 
sands of operatives in the wool and cot- 
ton factories, the iron and coal mines, 
the laborers in the timber forests of the 
great Northwest, and the thousand and 
one other industries that are prosper- 
ous through the operations of the ex- 
isting tariff. They would be rendered 
utterly helpless aud left destitute ami 
starving, if the enterprises which Rive 
support to thousands and their families 
should cease.

The utterances of Washington, Hamil- 
ton anil Jefferson show tbat they wore 
greatly impressed with the necessity of 
diversifying our industries, fostering 
our manufactures, and rendering oui- 
selves, in fact as well as in form, inde- 
pendent of Great Britain. lu hm first 
annual address to Congress Washington 
said: 


"The safety and interest of the people 


require that they should promote such 
manufactures as tend 10 render them in- 
dependent of others for essentials, es- 
pecially military supplies." 


Clay, Culhoun, Jackson, Webster aud 


the greatest statesmen in the history of 
the country have avowed the name prin- 
ciples and assisted to carry them into 
execution so that I do not think I need 
apologize 
for 
my sentiments. Tho 


high protective tariff of 1828 gave our 
manufactures an impetus, and although 
it has been variously modified from time 
to time as the exegencies of the caso 
seemed to demand, they have been 
sustained by the strong arm of pro- 
lection until they have achieved a mag- 
nitude that is almost beyond compre- 
hension. Without this support 
the 


cheap goods of England and other 
foreign countries would flood our mar- 
kets, these indushies would cease to be 
profitable on our soil, one of the greatest 
elicuenta of our country's pride and 
glory would be destroyed, and the tomb- 
btones of ruin and devolution would 
mark tbe grave of our previous pros- 
perity. This I firmly believe, and as it 
has been the belief of my life it ia not 
ikely that I should change iny views,
